The snow lay ten 
inches deep on the level in Calgary on Thurs- 
day morning and there was a very hard 
frost. The snow fall extended north to Red 
Deer but was very light there. At Lone 
Pine the snow was still on the ground on 
Priday. 

No frost had occurred at Beaver lake to 
injure the potatoe vines up to the 17th 
instant. Crops are good and mostly cut, 
butthe wet weather has interfered greatly 
with RAFIDG ond harvest. Although the 
seasun has been so wet anda uumber of 
large creeks empty into tne lake Beaver 
river the outlet of the lake to the Saskat- 
chewan isnot even running. Geese and 
wavys have begun to arrive from tbe north. 


H.S. Youn@ and P. Daly returned froma 
trip to Lake St. Ann and White Whale lake 
on Monday. Sport is good in that locality. 
Indians at White Whale lake are catching a 
good many fish, but the fishing at Lake St. 
Ann has not commenced yet. The weather 
has been even more rainy than at Edmonton, 
Grain crops are good but were late and some 
injury was done by frost on September 9th. 
The roads are very bad. 

R. JARVI# was in town on Wednesday from 
his hay contract on the C. & E. railway line.

A very 
large amount of hay is being put up in the 
vicinity of the Blind Man, where Strevel’s, 
Mann Bros. and others of the large outfits 
are preparing to winter.

In the course of his 
lecture he mentioned that a mixed crop of 
oats, peas and barley cut green yielded four 
tons to the acre at Brandon and there was 
more feed in a ton than in a ton of hay. 
Speaking of dairying he thought the western 
farmer would get a return of $1 froma 
creamery against 65c. from a se factory. 
He mentioned the Manitoba ma@fle as a good 
tree to grow on the prairies but Wm. Pearce 
remarked that it did not grow west of Crow- 
foot crossing. At Edmonton it grows more 
luxuriantly than in Manitoba, 

M. H. McLxop, engineer in charge of the 
survey of the Calvary & Edmonton railway 
line arrivedfrom his camp at Peace hills on 
Wednesday morning to procure supplies, 
The location of the line is completed to 
Peace hills.

20, 1890, 
AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION. 

The date of the 9th annual exhibition of 
the. Rdmonton agricultural society is fixed 
for Friday, October 17th, and the prize list 
which will be liberal, is now in course of 
preparation. A special attraction of the 
forthcoming exhibition will be the silver cup 
presented for competition by the Hudson's 
Bay Company, which is to be held by the 
exhibitior making the greatest number of 
poiats in the prizes won, according toa scate 
provided. If the cup is won two years in 
succession by the same exhibitor it becomes 
hie property. It is to be hoped -that no effort 
will be spared on the part of the offivers and 
members of the society or of the general: 
public’ of the district, and particularly the 
farming section of the community, to nake 
the exhibition a success. Tie date is suffi- 
ciently late to ensure that the hurry of: 
labor on the farm will be over forthe season, 
and. sufficiently early to. miss. very cold, 
weather. 

With each succeeding year in the history 
of the district it becemes more and more 
important that the. annual fall show should 
be made. a success—a true representation of 
the progress that the district has made and 
the improvement that has taken place in the 
methods of farming. The standard excuse 
for shortcomings—the newness of the coun- 
try—has less and Jess force every year, and 
unless the annual exhibitions show an annu- 
al improvement. it will \betaken for granted 
that the country has not progressed, as it 
certainly has. In a season such as this 
when the pron.ise of early summer has not 
been altogether fulfilled it is well for the 
general encouragement, and particularly for 
the encouragement of the new settlers of 
whom there are a considerable number this 
year, thatthe best of what has. been pro- 
duced should.be brought together, to..show 
what bas been done in some cases and might 
have been done in very/many ‘more if not in 
«ll had similar methods been followed. Be 
sides prospective settlers, men connected 
with the railway company are coming in 
occasionally and will be coming more frequent. 
ly as the work gets nearer and it is greatly 
in the interests of Edmonton town and dis- 
trict that these men should be strongly im- 
pressed, with the agricultural capabilities of 
this region and of the numbers and energy 
of the population. The railway company 
haga direct interest in the settlement of the 
country and so have the people already in 
it. Tf it ts shown—as it can be shown by a 
good agricultural exhibition—that the Ea- 
monton district is superior as av agricultural 
region to any other section along their line 
it is natural that the company will give the 
colonization of this section their first atten. 
tion, and as well will be more inclined to in- 
cur expenses towards the development of the 
country; a8 they would not if it appeared to 
them that that the region was less suited for 
farming operations than Other parts of their 
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THis Regina Journal sends a marked copy 
containing an editorial: emnplaining “1st 
‘That Lieutenant-governor Royal is using his 
position to pack the Northwest government 
library with Roman Catholic doctrinal and 
class books, and 2nd.

Commercial, Winnipeg, September 8th: 
The outlook is serious; Another week of 
untavorable weather has been experienced, 
and to-day (Saturday, September 6), one of 
the worst storms of the season is prevailing. 
There were reports of sprouting as early as 
the first day or two of the week, and later 
conditions would not improve the situation. 
Harvest has ‘ragged along slowly. A great 
deal of cutting was done during the week. 
Although the weather was dark and cloudy 
all the week the aniount of rain that fell was 
not very great up to Saturday morning. 
With the exception of Wednesday and Sat- 
urday, there were only light sprinkles, and 
cutting went on between the showers. . Stack- 
ing, however, could not be carried on to any 
extent, and the bulk of the grain is still in 
the stook. 

The Prince Albert Saskatchewan has re- 
ceived a letter from Devil’s lake, North 
Dakota, asking information regarding Prince 
Albert with a view to moving across the 
line. The letter says. ‘‘We have had three 
succeeding failures in crops, this year about 
as bad as any of them. People are leaving 
the country in large numbers, all they pos- 
sess piled on a wagon and stock tied behind, 
scarcely knowing where theyfare going to, 
only that they are going back East, and 
others are thinking seriously of leaving. 
A good many Ontario people are here 
who caine direct here on the strength of 
what they heard of the country. [Tama 
Canadian myself and have talked with a good 
many who have made enquiries of meas to 
what I know of the Canadian Northwest and 
seem to be some what inclined to go back 
under the Union Jack.”
